Smith forces, encouraged by the 
snecess of the hour and a half riot 
at Madison Square Garden when the 
sovernor was placed in nomination 
and the defeat for the night, refused 
to think of compromising. They were 
predicting that Al wonld go over on 
tenth hallot. 

Everybody Confident. 

But all of the favorite son and com- 
nromise candidates were equally em- 
phatie in declaring that the Smith. 
MeAdoo feud has reached the point 
where neither will permit the nomi- 
nation to go te the other—and bar. 
ring some unexpected break, each will

Events are playing into the hands 
of James M,. Cox, of Ohio. The early 
adjournment Thursday prevented his 
name going before a weary, hungry 
convention, and Newton D, Baker 
will have a fresh Friday morning au- 
dience to talk to, which ought to help 
Cox on the getaway. There is the 
possibility that the lightning will 
strike Baker himself. 

Press Ritchie Clatms. 

Friends of Governor’ Ritchie, of 
Maryland, are working energetically 
‘ao bring him into position as the log- 
ical compromise.

New York, June 26.—As regards 
leadership, the anti-McAdoo forces 
have put themselves more or less 
completely in the hands of George 
Brennan, of Chicago. Inasmuch as 
swift decisions made on the conven- 
tion floor will necessarily _ reflect 
Brennan's personal will and = predispo- 
sitions, much will depend on just 
what considerations influence Bren- 
nan in his own mind. Especially does 
this become important if the field of 
second choices is entered. What Bren- 
nan wants and what will suit his pur- 
poses will have weight in influencing 
his action. 

Brennan is thé head of the Chica- 
go democratic organization.

Seattle, Wash., June 26.—Prinee 
Ras Taffari, of Abyssinia, on his re- 
cent trip to Paris, took along five or 
six of his most powerful chieftains 
so they wouldn’t start anything 
against him at home while he was 
gone.

Mayor Edwin Brown. probably re- 
grets now that he didn’t take Mrs.

The acting mayoress has expressed 
her determination to “clean up” the 
eity.

In the senate two subjects ars op 
the calendar which may be brought 
up today. One of these is the bill to 
illew the city of Atlanta to constrict 
viaducts over the railroad tracks on 
Central avenue and South Prvor 
siveet, and the other is the bill re- 
pealing the tax equalization law. Both 
of these measures passed the house 
last year and only need action by the 
upper body to become law. 

Motor Bus Legislation. 

In the house, the first business this 
morning vill be debate on the bill to 
place motor bus lines, running on 
regular schedules, under jurisdiction 
of the state public service commission, 
classifying them as common Carriers. 
This bill was read for the third time 
on Thursday, but a motion to adjourn 
was carried before debate opened. 

Reading of the annual message .of 
the governor, by the chief execulive 
at a joint session of both houses, was 
the feature of Thursday. 

The governor stressed the need for 
economy in handling the state’s money 
and in administration of its affairs. 
He declared that the people of the 
state want the tax. reform question 
disposed of, but simply referred the 
legislators to his message of last 
year for his views on this subject. 

He voiced his approval of reforesta- 
tion legislation, of the enforcement of 
tax collection, free school books and 
special emergency appropriations for 
maintenance funds for the University 
of Georgia, 

Referring to the tax repeal bill, 
which, he said, has been approved 
twice by the people of Georgia at 
the ballot box, the governor earnestly 
urzed that this bill be disposed of 
without further delay. “It is my 
judgment,” he said. “that. the people 


of the state expect this action at the 


hands of their representatives.” 
Approves Biennial Sessions. 
Heartily approving the bill for bi- 
ennial sessions of the legislature, the}; 
governor said its passage would be, 
perhaps, “the greatest | contribution 
to the spirit of economy” in state af- 


fairs.

REPUBLICAN CORRUPTION, 
INEFFICIENCY ARE SCORED. 

New York, June 26.—Republican 
“inefficiency and corruption” fo-:ms 
the subject matter of the first and 
principal plank in the democratic 
} platform as presented tonight to the 
resolutions committee by the -eleven 
men who heve labored for more than 
20 hours on the national party decla- 
ration for 1924. 

Asserting that never had an ad- 
ministration so thoroughly failed as 
‘che republican administration, the 
platform arraigns the _ republican 
(party for “attempting to impede and 
stop” the senate investigations. 

It is asserted that these investiza- 
tions showed the immoral nature of 
the naval. Jeases, the unfitness of the 
attorney general to hold office, and 
corruption ‘in the veterans’ bureznu. 
Reference is made also to charges 
against cepublican members. of con- 
gress growing out of the Chicago 
grand jury inquiry into the veterans’ 
bureau. 

“If-only three cabinet officers ure 
disgraced, the democratic party asks 
how many more men are guilty,” the 
platform draft adds. “This nation 
cannot afford to have in office men 
of this enuracter.” 

“A vote for Coolidge is a vote for 
chaos.” the plank concludes. ‘“Dis- 
honesty, ¢xtravagance and _ineffi- 
ciency now exist in the government.” 


Plank On Farm Aid. 


The plank deaiing with farm aid 
pledges the party to stimulate by 
every governmental activity the 
creation of cooperative marketing 
associations on a national scale; the 
establishment of an export marketing 
corporation or commission; the plaz 
ing of agriculture on an equality with 
other industries; development of in- 
ternal waterways as an aid in re- 
ducing transportation costs of farm 
products; revision of the tariff and 
reconstruction of both rail and water 
transportation charges. 

The agricultural plank asserts that 
the republican policy with respect ‘o 
}Surope has been such as to retard the 
economic rehabilitation of that con- 
tinent with a result that that market 
has not been reopened to the Ameri- 
can farmer. 

A pledge also is given of the adop- 
tion of an international p»ylicy of such 
cooperation by dizect official negotia- 
tion, instead of indirect unofficial ne- 
eotiation, as will restore a normal] 
flow to Europe of the products of the 
American farm and factory. 

Prohibition Plank Strong. 

Reframing the prohibition plank, 
the subcommittee recommended one 
declaring for “enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law.” but withont mention- 
ing specifically either the eighteenth 
amendment or the Volstead act. 

“The republican administration has 
failed in the enforcement of the prohi-

Many of the world’s greatest for-

plank declares the democratic party 
“eaceepts the issue of taxation as a 
vital one.” 

Denouncing the republican party 
for its tariff policy, which it is as- 
serted has prevented a free  inter- 
change of trade and consequent in- 
creased costs to American consumers, 
the platform pledges the party to re- 
vision of the Fordney-McCumber law. 

Another republican policy de- 
nounced is that with reference to 
Muscle Shoals. It is declared that 
the democratic party will so develop 
this great project as to produce cheap- 
er fertilizer for the farmers. 


Approve Jap Exclusion. 

Action of congress with reference 
to Japanese exclusion is approved. 

The present administration is ac- 
cused of wasting millions through a 
failure to economically operate the 
merchant marine and the pledge is 
made for an American-owned and 
American-built merchant marine, 
manned hy Americans, and operated 
economically by the government until 
such time as the ships can be sold 
to American citizens. 

There is a strong declaration with 
respect to government aid in recla- 
mation, a pledge for Mississippi flood 
control. a proposal for sovernmen: 
regulation of the anthracite indus- 
try and removal of restrictions in the 
mining industry that destroy pros- 
perity. 

Under the heading of ‘‘conserva- 
tion,” the platform declares the party 
te be in favor of the recovery of the 
naval oil reserves and all other parts 
of the public domain that have been 
leased or put under control of private 
interests. 

‘‘We favor strict public control and 
conservation of all oil reserves,’ the 
platform declares. 

Draft Money in War. 

The drafting of material resources 
as well as manpower in the event of 
war is declared for in another plank, 
which asserts that such a_ policy 
would be a long step in the direction 
of preventing war. 

“A sweeping reduction of arma- 
ment by land and sea” is demanded. 

Labor is treated in an extended 
plank, which declares that labor 1s 
not a product. Unemployment is .de- 
plored and a pledge is made that the 
democratic party will operate’ the 
government with a view to adoption 
of such policy as will facilitate steady 
employment. 

Independence for the Philippines 
is laid down as a party policy, with 
the declaration that the Filipino peo- 
ple have succeeded in meeting the re- 
quirements of the Jones law calling 
for establishment and maintenance of 
a stable government. 

Continuation ot the policy of fed- 
eral aid in the development of Hawaii 
is demanded. 

Federal Aid to Highways. 

Federal aid in the development of 
highways is:approved. 

Publication of campaign contribu- 
tions and expenditures is approved as 
a means to the end of reducing costs 
of elections. 

Omitting a declaration in favor of 
a department of education, the draft 
declares for using existing federal 
agencies in the furtherance of the 
public educational system. 

Amendment of the constitution by 
referendum to the people instead of 
by state legislatures is declared a 
party principle. 

Generous appropriations 
habilitation of wounded 
service men is demanded, 

In the prelude to the party plat- 
form, high tribute is paid to Wood- 
row Wilson; democracy is defined and 
the republican party is assailed. 

The declaration is made that the 
democratic party was glad of the 
privilege to co-operate with Wilson in. 
his last years of public service, 

Invites Comparison. 

_ Asserting that the republican party 
“holds for special privileges,” the 
platform invited the country to com- 
pare for itself the eight vears of 
democratic administration under Wil- 
som with the four years of the present 
republican administration. 

Reviewing the constructive legisla- 
tion enacted during the eight years 
of the Wilson administration the 
platform declares that the record of 
the last three and one-half years 
“causes the nation to blush’ with 
shame.” 

After the draft platform had been 
read to the entire committee the 
planks were taken up singly and the 
prelude was approved. Objection was 
raised, however, to that dealing with 
corruption in public office, and it was 
passed temporarily. 
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other was cheered. A few cries of 
“oil, oil” came floating down despite 
the frantic restraining signals from 
the Smith floor leaders. 

The McAdoo outburst died away 
presently, and the first foretaste of 
what was to come broke with the 
announcement from the Connecticut 
delegation that it gave place to New 
York. A huge uproar rose and 
swelled in the hall, bubbling over to 
a uninvited thousands waiting out- 
side. 


Contrast of Pathos. 


On the platform, blazing under the 
white glare of the spotlights, a tall, 


‘ blue-clad figure worked its way pain- 


fully forward on crutches to the 
speakers’ stand. It was Roosevelt, 
but not the same Koosevelt so many 
of these thronging delegates must 
have recalled with the memories of 
the vivid scenes in San Francisco 
four years ago. | 

Then he was on the floor in New 
York’s badly split delegation. Then 
as now, he worked for “Al’’ Smith. 
But then he led in person on the 
floor the impromptu demonstration 
the New York governor’s name evok- 
ed and joined in the happy revelry to 
the strains of “Sidewalks of New 
York” from band and organ which 
have made that the Smith battle hymn 
of today. 

Then, too, it was Roosevelt, big. 
sturdy and destined to be his party’s 
choice as vice presidential standard 
bearer, who hurled aside opposing 
delegates to rip the New York stand- 
ard from its place and bear it tri- 
umphantly into the tumult of greet- 
ing sent by the San Francisco con- 
vention to Woodrow Wilson, stricken 
in the white house across the nation 


Eager for Fray. 


Now, himself struck down by a 
clinging malady that has robbed him 
of his strength, he faced the great 
crowd eagerly, vividly ready for the 
leading role he was to play in the 
day of noise and staggering sound. 
As he drew himself tv the speakers’ 
stand, the audience gave him generous 
and universal greeting. 

He laid aside his crutches, gripping 
the stand firmly with both hands to 
keep himself in this trying ordeal for 
a crippled man. But there was no 
hint of suffering in face or voice as 
he launched into his address. 

The hall gave him close attention. 
There were bursts of applause and 
an occasional din from the galleries 
that was waved to silence by the 
Smith lieutenants on the floor. 

Meanwhile, down on the floor, it 
seemed as though the size of the con- 
vention itself had mysteriously dou- 
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choking up with bumanity although 
the seats provided for the delegates 
and alternates had long been filled. 
There was rustle and stir and coming 
and going around ever entrance. 
Furled banners made their appear- 
ance to be shuffled along to their ap- 
rointed places. Brass bands showed 
up at three different entrances and 
mingled in the throng with instru- 
ments ready. Straw-hatted men 
with Smith ribbons displayed bobbed 
into view everywhere. 

Over the. stir and rustle Roosevelt 
sent his praise of the man he would 
name ringing out in_ tones that 
reached everywhere in the hall. And 
he came surging to his conclusion 
is voice mounted. phrase by phrase; 
he held himself back from the desk 
end with a last rising cry that rang 
like a clarion call he hurled the name 
Alfred Smith into the convention and 
cot back such an answer that the 
solid, dingy old walla of Madison 
Souare Garden bulged and shook with 
the terrifie din. 

Pandemonium Bursts. 

In one huge burst, galleries, Smith 
delegates and Smith cohorts crowd- 
ing the aisles let go. From e'ther 
end of the far galleries the rising, 


ear-piercing shriek of fire sirens 
wailed high above the tumult never 
to cease their unearthly yellirs for 
an instant unti] more than an hour 
had passed. 

In the bandstand, high perched at 
one end, the leader with urgent “ation 
waved his willing men on into “Side- 
walks of New York,” and below the 
other three bands came trooping in 
to add their feeble bit to the crash 
of sound. But not they, or even the 
wailing sirens could cope with the 
huge blast of vocal noise that arse 
to well and swell out of every wind: w 
and doorway and even out ¢f tne hich, 
opened skylights. 

Over i nthe Masachusetts. delega- 
tion, a Smith banner leaped up and a 
great sign carried by a dozen men 
sprang to life above the heads of the 
delegates. At the other end of the 
hall, a long column of Smith banners 
with the governor’s face pictured in 
triple life size came stalking and 
swaying in to join the slow proces- 
sion. Up came the standards of the 
Smith states and the crowded aisl<;, 
filled to overflowing with shouting. 
velling, shrieking humanity surged

round and round the hall. - 

There was no distinguishing tune 
or shout. Only when a band went 
close under the platform could it be 
discovered that it was bellowing away 
at the New York battle hymn with a 
half hundred of those nearest joining 
in the song. 

Roosevelt still clung to his grip on 
the speaker’s desk, gazing down at 
the tumult he had let loose. Beside 
him presently there ..me a youngster 
in colonia] costume to be lifted to tlie 
rail while he waved the rioting masses 
in the aisles below to new outbursts. 
Other youngsters were crowded up. 

On and on and on went the mad 
din. By now human limits had been 
reached by many of the shouters and 
the shrieking insistence of the sirens 
was claiming its own, but there was 
no hint of let-up nor of’ pity for the 
ears of those who must listen. 

Over at the back of the hall, just 
below the box where Mrs. McAdoo 
sat, the governor’s wife was placed. 
The rio.ing noise-makers on the floor 
made this the lace of special dem- 
onstrations. A great mass of flowers 
was brought in to be presented to 
And when the great spotlights, 
picked up the presentation scene, the 
white glow bathing Mrs. McAdoo as 
well as Mrs. Smith in its cirele as 
the two women exchanged a siniling, 
nodded greeting. e 


Show Was City-Wide. 
High overhead, fluttering down 
from the far top of a mighty office 


building, came the beginnings of a 
long snowstorm of torn paper that 
swirled and eddied in drifts on the 
wire screen that alone protected the 
convention floor from the deluge. 
That was only a part of what was 
going on outside in the streets, al- 
though the folks in the hall heard no 
whisper of it in the maddening racket. 
But for blocks and blocks outside the 
crowds were yelling and the horns 
and whistles and bells on every kind 
of vehicle in New York's crowded 
arteries of traffic were bellowing in 
sympathy with the noise within. 
Roosevelt had eased himself bac 
to rest in a padded chair and after a 
while agreement was reached to make 
an end of it. Word went out throngh 
floor and galleries to quit. but the 
Smith generals did not relv on that 
nione to stop the tumult.

ing galleries and delegations 

The din broke out afresh ifter the 
song, but Smsth captains fought it 
down gradually and the noise-racke¢c 
hall settled back to business again. 
The roll of the tates went on and 
man after man was put in nomination 
through the nours with oratory and 
shouting. 

Once again the McAdoo support- 
ers boomed into brief action when a 
seconding speech brought them to 
their feet, and when each other can- 
didate for nomination was named, 
there were little flutters and eddies 
of demonstration that quickly died 
down except for the strenuous if 
lonely tumult from Maryland  dele- 
gates when Governor Ritchie of that 
state was named. 

Maryland Show Impressive. 

The Maryland outbreak was unex- 
pected to all but the Maryland group. 
/But they made up in determination

- SIXTY YEARS AGO. 
| Sixty years ago today, June 27, 
4864, about 9 o’clock in the morn- 
{ng, the battle of Kennesaw Moun- 
tain broke in all its fury. 

~ In the midst of the repose and 
Jassitude of today it is hard to real- 
4tze the tense anxiety—the agony 
“of uncertainty, hope and fear, which 
‘hung like a great pall over Atlanta 
‘and upper Georgia on that historic 
‘morning. 

© For many weeks two swaying, 
Smingling masses of men—one num- 
‘bering about 50,000 gray-clad Con- 
ederates of all ages, poorly unl- 
‘formed and equipped; the other 
tcomposed of well-clothed and am- 
‘ply supplied Union soldiers to the 
“number of 100,000—had dragged 
‘and fought their way through ‘the 
Thills and along the winding, primt- 
“tive roads from Resaca, where the 
“first considerable battle of the cam- 
‘paign had taken place the middle 
of May, and at last had found them- 
selves face to face; the Confed- 
‘erates resting on the northern and 
‘western slope of the two Kenne-

‘Mountains. How peaceful and quiet 


-jt looked! ‘We could see a great com- 
“motion among the federals, large 
‘bodies of troops were forming, their 
‘bands played stjrring music and pres- 
ently scattering musketry fire broke 
‘out along the entire front as their 
skirmishers felt out our position, and 
in a few moments artillery was thun- 
‘dering on both sides. Presently, as 
if by magic, there sprang from the 
“earth a host of men, and in one long 
“waving line of blue the infantry ad- 
~vanced, and the battle of Kennesaw 
.Mountain began.” 

In attempting to tighten his cor- 
‘don around the base of the moun- 
*tain, Sherman pushed his line some 
‘distance up the western slopes of 
‘Little Kennesaw, but the Confed- 
erate line as a whole held its ground, 
‘while the artillery planted on the 
top of the ridge wrought havoc in 
‘the ranks of the advancing Fed- 
‘erals. In less than two hours the 
hardest battle of the campaign had 
"been fought—and lost by the Union 
‘forces—but the position of General 


‘Johnston was so precarious that he 
-was forced to move immediately to- 
cowards Atlanta.

THE ROYAL PINE. 

Beset on all sides with enemies 
—the boll weevil, the Mexican bean 
weevil, the pink worm and numer- 
ous other pests unknown to our 
grandfathers—which make persist- 
ent and destructive war on the re- 
sources of our farms—it seems that 
Georgia would show a kindly inter- 
est In its tried and helpful friends 
and seek their protection. 


In the category of its friends the 
state of Georgia can point to none 
more helpful, more resourceful un- 
der neglect and abuse, or more 
regal under adversity than the 
Royal Pine. 

Long before the coming of man 
this king of the forest held undis- 
puted sway from the mountains to 
the sea. For countless ages its rich, 
green mantle swathed the landscape 
and its solemn music rose and fell 
with the vagaries of the passing 
winds. : 

It extended its sheltering arms to 
the first rude forms of life which 
here; it furnished light 
and warmth for the red man and 
a fire on which to cook his fvod; 
it supplied logs for the cabin of the 
white pioneer and materials from 
which his simple furniture was 
fashioned; it protected the primitive 
home from the heat of summer and 
the chilling blast of winter. Later 
it built towns and cities and great 
ships which gathered in the wealth 
of the four corners of the world. 

In its helpfulness to man no tree 
can compare with the pine. It 
gives its body for lumber and its 
life blood for rosin and turpentine 
and it seeks constantly and persist- 
ently to clothe and restore the 
waste areas of the earth’s surface. 
No sooner is one generation of pines 
wiped out than another starts to 
grow and when given half a chance 
they soon fill up the open gaps in 
the ranks of their fallen ancestors 
and hide the blackened, fire-blasted 
scars with an inviting covering of 
new and vigorous life. 

The merciless and unceasing war 
which has been waged for genera- 
tions on the pine forest which once 
covered this state like a vast green 
carpet has reduced it to a few mere 
patches, and these are growing 
rapidly smaller year by year. Ina 
few more years even these small 
remnants will have disappeared and 
the Georgia pine forest—once the 
State’s glory and its wealth—will 
have taken its place with the pas- 
senger pigeon and the _ buffalo, 
among the things that were. 


In south Georgia the destruction 
of the pine forests has left vast 
areas of almost bare and non-pro- 
ductive land—land unsuited to agri- 
culture and which would be rapidly 
reclothed in forests if given pro- 
tection from ravaging fires which 
yearly kill back young trees by the 
millions. In middle and _ north 
Georgia the removal of the forests 
is followed by the rapid erosion of 
the soil on the hill slope. In a few 
years deep and unsightly gullies ap- 
pear and the cultivation of these 
washed areas must be abandoned. 
When the waste caused by washing 
soils and the consequent destruc- 
tion of productivity are considered 
the wiping out of the pine forests 
on these lands appears in the light 
of an appalling mistake, but a mis- 
take which might be easily and 
rapidly corrected. 

The pine grows swiftly and 
flourishes in soils too impoverished 
to invite other trees. All the pine 
wants is half a chance and it will 
take. its place on the worn and un- 
sightly hill slopes. of the upper 
country and the fire-blasted areas 
of the coastal plain, fill the ever- 
deepening washes with a carpet of 
needles and hide the scars and 
debris of man’s shameless waste 
under a mantle of regal green.

Probably nobody imagines teday thet 
the pain of true colic (gallsicne dis- 
ease) is due to gas or distension, even 
though temporary relief may be ¢o- 
incident with the release of gas. What 
I am trying to suggest is that the 
presence of gaz or an apparent ex- 
cessive amount of gas*in sn/ part vo? 
the alimentary tract is aot in itsetf 
a sufficient expianation for pain of 
even distress. Kverybody knows that 
even an enormous amount vf gas © 
the stomach, for instance, usually 
gives no pain or distress, though the 
individual may be conscious of it. 

Nevertheless, it requires only a 
trifling departure from the strictiy 
normal to make a roung infart cry to 
beat the band, and a comniop cause 
of crying in a young infant is the 
swallowing of considerable air during 
nursing. This happens from various 
difficulties in nursing, which we can't 
stop to discuss now. 

Another common cause. of hard cry- 
ing in a young infant ‘s too hast’ 
feeding from a bottle with » nipp-e 
that has too large an cpening. Or 
the feeding of an excessive onantity of 
milk at one time. Or the feeding of 
too rich or too strong a milk modi 
fication. Such overloads may easily 
make the very young infant erv hard 
enough to squirm and kick for all 
the world like “colic.” How absurd

him to such improper care and then 
ply him with “colie” remedies in. the 
vain attempt tv make him torget it. 
"When a nursing infant is troubled 
with “gas’—usually swallowed air, as 
already explained—the mother shou!'ec 
place the infant in a posture whi -h 
helps him raise the air again-—iet him 
lie over her shoulder wits his hers 
high for a moment now and then dur- 
ing the nursing perio. A hottle baby

Probably the most common error 
or fault among the conditions which 
are blindly assumed to be “colic” is 
wrong feeding, particularly the use of 
inadequate formulas or artificial sub- 
stitutes for fresh milk. Too often 
these inadequate foods “agree” per 
fectly. yet in a few weeks, if the in 
fant is kept on the deficient food, evi- 
dences of malnutrition begin to show, 
the infant becomes restless, peevish, 
cries much, and is accused <f having 
colic, indigestion and soe on, and dosed 
for eostiveness, then maltreated for 
more “colic,” when all the time the 
only trouble is that the dict is de 
ficient in one or more of the essen:

Reforestation.—I respectfuily call your 
attention to the report of the Georgin 
Forestry association, and ask your earnest 
consideration of the question of reforesta- 
tion, While, of course, the interest of the 
owners of timber land and of the saw mill 
interests must he safeguarded, it is time 
to wake up to the fact that the forests of 
the state are in great danger from waste, 
by fire, improper handling by saw mi.ls 
and other careless methods row in use.

The establishment of this de- 
partment has heen amply justified by the 
collection of many thousands of dollars 
which would not have been collected, s..1me 
of which appeara on the books of the de- 
partment. wiggle many other thousands have 
turned into the treasury ‘nrousn the 
channels, through the influence of 
department, For example, the ieport 
of the secretary of state shows an increase 
for less than six months, of $325,000 in 
amount of automobile tag taxes over tue 
same time last year. This magnificent 
sum going directly to improved roadq is 
largely attributed to the influence of tlie 
enforcement laws. The tax collector of 
Richmond county in one week reported the 
collection of $10,000 special taxes which 
had escaped taxation prior to the parsaye 
of this law. While many other instances 
in smaller amounts could be cited, it is 
also true that because of the limited force 
at its disposal, the department has been 
unable to cover the entire state. As a re- 
sult, many thousands of dollars of taxes are 
still escaping. The normal difficulties of 
this department have been greatly inien- 
sified by litigation involving the rigrt of 
the state to levy certain cigarette and 
cigar taxes which engaged the attention 
of the department at its inception. I trnat 
inat you will give careful attention to the 
recommendation. for putting teeth into the 
law looking to the more efficient operation 
of this department,

Woodpeckers play an _ important 
part in destroying the round-headed 
apple tree borer, according to T. L. 
(Guyton, bureau of plant industry, 
Pennsylvania department of agricul- 
ture. Soon after the borers hatch, 
the woodpeckers find them beneath 
the bark of apple trees. The birds 
start right after the worms, continu- 
ing to drill for them as long as the 
borers are in the wood. In several 
orchards where count was made, 50 
to 75 per cent of the borers had been 
destroyed by the woodpeckers. The 
downy woodpecker and the hairy 
woodpecker are said to be the chief 
varieties of the species that feed on 
round-headed apple tree borers.

' When a pame was sought for the 
geranium the old Greek word was 
adopted, because of the fact that the 
seed capsules of the flower have a 
long projecting beak, resembling that 
of the bird. In many localities the 
geranium is still known as “crane’s 
bill.” In machinery the “crane” took 
its name from the resemblance of its 
long arm to the neck of the bird. In 
point of naming, therefore, the flower, 
‘the bird and the mechanical crane all 
belong to the same family.

Victory, Roosevelt Asserts 


New York Governor Most 
Dangerous Adversary 
Republicans Ever Had 
To Fear, He Claims. 


New York, June 26.—Governor Al 
fred E. Smith, of New York, was 
formally placed before the democratic 
national convention today for nomina- 
tion for the presidency of the United 
States, In course of the presentation 
of his name, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
himself nominated for the vice pres 
idency four years ago at the San 
Francisco convention and now serving 
az campaign manager for Mr. Smith, 
said the New York governor “is the 
most dangerous adversary that the 
republican party ever had to fear’— 
his name “spells victory.” 

After a comprehensive recital of 
Governor Smith’s record during the 
years he has served in public office, 
picturing him as the warrior “invin- 
cible in defense of right and in at- 
tack on wrong,” Mr. Roosevelt said 
the democracy of America “will stand 
without fear and without hesitation 
loyally behind” Mr. Smith as 
nominee of the convention. 

“Picture the eoming campaign,” 
Mr. Roosevelt said. “Imagine ringing 
throngh the halls of the nation this 
rean’s denunciation of the official 
cerruption, of nn-American isolation. 
of sordid tariffs for the henefit of 
the few, attacking. as only he can, 
the republican onelaught on the re- 
eerTrve powers of the stotes, Tmazine 
hie thrust and his genial sorcasm 
hurning out the truth where all men 
ean see it: the eloquence of his «{m- 
tie. clean-cut oratorv: the wave of 
understanding and helief in him which 
vill follow his steps.”’ 

Nf Spotless Integrity.

SHORTER SESSION 
PLAN IS BEATEN 
IN STATE SENATE 


Primarily because the Georgia state 
senate began the 1924 session withcut 
any legislation ready for action, the 
cogs in the senate machine ure still 
moving rather slowly and the upner 
house begins the third day of the ses- 
sion today with very liftle accom- 
plished during the first two days. 
However, several new bills huve been 
introduced, the various committees 
are organizing, and several already 
have begun work. 

The outstanding business which oc- 
cupied the senate, as well as the house 
of representatives, Thursday, Was 
Governor Walker’s speech hefore a 
joint meeting of the two houses. The 
senate concurred with the house in a 
resolution to adjourn to the lower 
house to await the governor's speech 
The executive spoke for 30 minutes, 
after which the senate reconvened for 
five minutes, when a motion was 
adopted to adjourn until 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Defeat Shorter Session. 

Among the most important legle- 
lation disposed of by the upper house 
Thursday was the defeat, by a vote 
of 17 to 16, of a resolution by Sena- 
tor Pace, of the ‘thirteenth district, 
providing for adjournment of the 
present sessioa of legislature at the 
end of 25 days. There was practical- 
ly no discussion on the Pace resolu- 
tion when fhe vote was called. A 
minor amendment to the resolution 
with reference to application of the 
per diem rule was adopted. 

Six new bills were brought before 
senate at Thursday’s session, one of 
these being of local importance, m 
which Senator Carswell, of the 21st 
district, asks the state to authorize 
trustees of Georgia Tech to spend 
$85,000 of the fund bequeathed the 
institution by Julius L. Brown for 
erection of an apartment house for 
members of the faculty. The bill was 
referred to the senate committee on 
higher education. 

Another matter of iocal interest 
which came before the upper body 
Thursday was the action of the sen- 
ate rules committee in putting back 
on the senate calendar the house 
resolution amending - the charter of 
the city of Atlanta so as to give au- 
thority for building viaducts at Cen- 
tral avenue and Pryor street, to span 
the tracks of the Western & Atlantic 
railroad, as well as those of the Geor- 
gia raibroad. .The measure has passed 
the house and has been in the hands 
of the senate committee. 

The rules committee, which held a 
brief meeting Thursday, also decided 
to give the tax equalization repeal 
bill a place on the calendar. At the 
close of the 1923 session this bill was 
in the hands of the finance commit-

By Senator Spence, of the Sth dis- 
trict, to repeal the certified public 
accountants act of August 17, 1908, 
and to reenact the measure so as to 
regulate and control the practice of 
accounting in the state.

Complete Thursday 


_ Widening of Forrest atenue from 
Peachtree to Boulevard, the first ma- 
jor public improvement in the admin- 
istration program for this year, was 
aunounced completed Thursday by 
Chief of Construction William A. 
Hansell, who was in charge of the 
work. 

The thoroughfare, the important 
connecting link between downtown 
Atlanta and the northeast residence 
section, is now wide enough to carry 
six columns of traffic with safety, 
permitting parking of vehicles on voth 
sides of the street, one column of traf- 
fic on each of the two lines of car 
tracks and two other columns between 
the car tracks and the parking space. 

Repaving of Broad street has pro- 
gressed to the point that the west 
side of’ the street is open to traffic 
and the entire improvement is to be 
completed by next month. 

Negotiations have practically been 
completed to enable commencement 
of work on extension of Madison are- 
nue to Forsyth at Whiteliall. 

The larges@treet improvement pro- 
gram in Atlanta’s history is in prog- 
ress, according to the chief of con- 
struction. 

The Forrest avenue widening was 
the only street improvement which 
was financed entirely with city funds, 
provision having been made for it 
in the January finance sheet. The 
original appropriation was not entire 
ly consumed in the’ work, more than 
$10.000 of it being turned into the 
emergency apprepriation for schools as 
a result of economies effected in the 
widening and paving operations.

Chicago, June 26.—Day and night 
trans-continenta] air mail services, 
scheduled to start July 1, will mark 
the world’s first comprehensive ef- 
fort to present aviation as a busi- 
hess service, said Colonel Paul] Hen- 
derson, second assistant postmaster 
general, outlining plans here. 

‘Next Tuesday at 6 a. m., Pacific 
time, one plane will leave San 
Francisco, and at 10 a. m. eastern 
time, another will leave New York 
on the 2,680-mile route of the trans- 
continental air mail. The scheduled 
time westbound is hours, 45 min- 
utes, and eastbound 32 hours, five 
minutes. 

More than half the “distance will 
be illuminated for night flying. The 
night flight area is divided into three 
sections: Cleveland to Chicago, Chi- 
cago to Cheyenne and Cheyenne to 
Rock Springs, Wyo. Only the center 
section will be lighted during the 
summer. As the days shorten elec- 
tric and acetylene gas rays will take 
the place of the retreating sun on 
the east and west wings until there 
will remain for the daylight hops 
only the Sierras in the west and the 
Alleghenies in the east. 

The line has been divided into 
three postal zones. New York-Chicago- 
Cheyenne, and Cheyenne-San Fran- 
cisco with rates of eight cents per 
ounce or fraction for each zone or

TAGGART {5 DELIGHTED 
WITH RALSTON’S BOOM 


New York, June 26.—This was a 
perfect Ralston day at the democratic 
convention, Thomes Taggart, the Jn- 
diana leader, declared tonight, as, 
collarless and in his shirt sleeves, he 
sat in hotel headquarters and greeted 
his candidates’ friends. 

Taggart wants Ralston's candidacy 
to be “different from anyone’s in the 
convention” and he declared happily 
tonight that he believed it is all of 
that so far. The simple brief presen: 
tation of Ralston’s name today, fol- 
lowed by the singing of “On thé 
Ranks of the Wabash,” without 
marching, siren shrieking, or other 
loud demonstration, was in strict ac- 
cordance with Taggart’s orders. He

Made No Sore Spots. 

To date, Taggart believes, Ralston’s 
candidacy has left no sore spots any- 
where. If he has his wavy, the lead- 
ers will eliminate each other by the 
very bitterness of their animosities, 
and then Ralston will be brought out, 
without having made an enemy, to 
receive the nomination.
